Closely considering and carefully weighing 
the points adduced, we believe him to be 
seriously in error. The question is, where 
does he go wrong? It seems to us, as Pro- 
testants, that he goes wrong, first, and fore- 
most, and ont of which proceeds every other 
ng passion and dogma, in assuming 
that the dogmatic rineipte. involves the ex- 
istence of an infallible human authority, 
(apon which he is continually harping) which 
can say, without possibility of error, “this 
is what God revealed, and this again is rad- 
ically inconsistent with what He reveal. 

In other words, the Roman Catholic 
Charch teaches that she is infallible, and 
cannot err, in matters of faith.

One of the most horrible casualties record. 
ed in the annals of the Township of Tharlew 
was that which hurled Mr. Andrew Sherman 
into eternity on Friday morning, May 7th. 
Mr. Sherman lives on lot 24, 3rd Concession 
of Thurlow, near the dinaga line. With 
him dwells his wife and two sons. On the 
morning in question the victim of the acci- 
dent went to rock a in a field about 40 rods 
from the house for the purpose of blast 
it out.

Dr. Wilson the physician of the Shermans 
stated to an Intelligencer reporter last even- 
ing that Mrs. Sherman heard the report in 
the house,so did the young men in the fields. 
At noon their sons asked if their father had 
been discharging the gun. The mother re- 
plied, No, he has been blasting the rock in 
the field. A view of the field could be had 
from the house, but Mr. Sherman was no- 
where visible. A dark spot, however, could 
could be discerned at one point and upon one 
of the boys going nearer, it was found to be 
the remains of his father horribly mangled 
and disembowled. The heart was torn from 
the body and thrown forty feet distant, The 
liver and four ribs were found in another 
part of the field some feetaway. The remains 
such as bits of flesh, have not all been 
gathered yet. His clothing was aleo torn in 
shreds and scattered. The doctor said the 
family didnot know the deceased had ex. 
plosives with him. A hole two inches deep 
was found drilled into the stone.

The left arm was broken 
and the hand slightly laccrated. His heart 
was found to the fence and his liver 
and a few ribs were picked up 150 feet dis. 
tant from the body. The amily did not 
know that he was going to blast that day, 
although they knew that he was drilling the 
rock, They had no sa about the 
Place, so faras the family knew. The re- 
mains will be interred to-morrow afternoon. 

It is stated that Mr. Sherman told his wife 
in the nce J that he hada di ble 
dream the night before, which clung to him 
and gave him a ntiment of impendi 
evil.

The uses of Ammonia. 

New are expected to give their 
readers fdorteabion as ae as the news of the 
day, and the following w.ll be found worth 
pasting up on the kitchen , wall :—-Ammognia 
is cheaper than soap, and gleans everything 
it touches. A few dropsima kettle that is 
hard to clean makes grease and atickiness 
fade away and robs the work of all its terrors. 
Let it stand ten minutes before attempting to 
scrape off, and every corner will be clean. 
It cleans the sink and penetrates into the 
drain pipe. Spots, finger marks on paint, 
disappear under its magical influence, and it 
is equally effective on floor and oil cloth, 
though it must be used with care on the latter 
or it will injere the polish, and keeps 
clean longer than anything else. If the 
nilyer be only slightly tarnighed, put two 
tablespoonsful of ammonia in a quart of hot 
water, brush the tarnished article with it, 
and dry with a chamois. If badly discolor- 
ed they need a little whitening previous to 
the washing. An old nail brush goes into 
the cracks to polish and brighten. For fine 
muslin and delicate lace it is invaluable, as it 
cleans without rubbing, the finest fabrics. 
Put a few drops into your sponge bath in hot 
weather, and you will be astonished at the 
result, aa it im coolness to the skin. 
Use it to clean hair brushes, and to wash any 
hair or feathers to be used for beds or pillows. 
When a in anything that is not 
eapecially soiled, use the waste water after- 
ward forthe house plants that are taken down 
from their natural position and immersed in 
a tub of water. Ammonia is a fertilizer, and 
helps to keep healthy tha plants it nourishes. 
In every way, in fact, ammonia is the house- 
keoper’s friend. ©

-——It 1 expected the Dominion Par- 
liament will close ite session to-day. 
ata neil pn = rr ae 
—Tae proprietors of the Central 
Ontario Railway have applied to the 
Dominion government for aid to extend 
_ their line from Coe Hill to a junction 
with the Canadian Pacific somewhere 
back of this county. They claim that 
the junction could be effected at a dis- 
tance of 120 miles from Coe Hill, and 
on this they ask $5,000 per mile for 
the first twenty miles, and $3,200 per 
mile for the balance of the distance. 
The extension of the northern Pacific 
from Toronto to Callendar covered a 
distance of between four and five hun- 
dred miles. We are afraid, however, 
the chances of the extension from Coe 
Hill are rather slim. 


ae 

—Tar first week of the Colonial and 
Andian Exhibition, now open in London, 
England, was one of complete success. 
The public have flocked in greot num- 
bers, and the total at the close ‘of the 
week on Saturday was officially return- 
ed at 128,077. The numbers on Wed- 
nesday were\12,137, and on Friday 
21,076. Over 3,000 tons of goods have 
been shipped from Canada for competi- 
tion. Almost every production in the 
Dominion is exhibited, and judging 
from tne English newspaper reports, 
Canada will lead all the colonies when 
the prizes are awarded. Already much 
attention is being attracted in the Cana- 
dian Section by the agricultural ma- 
chinery now in motion. This is pro- 
bably the firet time that machinery of 
this nature has been shown in motion 
in England. Large numbers are also 
visiting the practical illustration of fish 
breeding, which was so highly com- 
mended at the International Fisheries 
Exhibition in 1883. 


Tue rePoRT of the Department of 
Militia and Defence upon the suppres- 
sion of the rebellion in the North-West 
Territories,and matters connected there- 
with have been published. This 
volume ig one of historic worth and 
will be greatly prized. It contains not 
only the reports of the officers in charge 
of the expeditionary forces; but an 
elaborate syetem of plates illustrating 
the fields of battle from different points 
of observation. <A large map of the 
Dominion illustrates the use of the 
Canada Pacific Railway in the move- 
ments of the troops; and shows general- 
ly the location of all Indian reserves 
and other notable points in the disturb- 
ances. There is a general plan of Fish 
Creek ; also views of the same from four 
points of observaticn ; anll also an en- 
~ Jarged plan of the rifle pits. There are 
four plans pretaining to Batoche ; three 
to Cut Knife Hill, three to Loon Lake, 
and also a fac simile of a plan showing 
the position of the Canadian forces at 
Clarke's Crossing, which was found 
among Riel’s papers at Batoche. Col. 
- Panet’s report shows that in the cam- 
paign proper, there were killed and 
wounded in actual battle 129 volunteers; 
26 were killed and 103 wounded. The 
foregoing are exclusvie of those who 
died on the line of march or through 
indirect causes ; also the twelve killed 
and twelve wounded at Duck Lake. 
The report says that of the rebels eleven 
were killed and eighteen wounded at 
_ Fish Creek ; at Batoche 51 killed and 
173 wounded, and at Cut Knife Hill 
eight Indians are known to have been 
killed.

PROTECTING OUR FISHERIES. 


Halifax, N. S.,; May 21.— The Fish- 
eries ment have at last listened 
to the urgent demands of the Nova 
Scotia fishermen for immediate protec- 
tion, and have given orders te have the 
erniser “ L. Howlett” ready to sail on 
Tuesday. Her stores, arms and amuni- 
tion were placed on board yesterday. 
These include one cannon, rifles, bay- 
onets, revolvers, cutlasees, swords, etc., 
for a crew of twenty-three men. The 
“L. Howlett” will be commanded by 
Captain Charles McLorway, of Sidney, 
one of the finest specimens of a Cana- 
dian that can be found from Louisbourg 
to Victoria, and whose manly presence 
will go far to impress American fisher- 
men with the impropriety of poaching 
in forbidden waters or otherwise violat- 
ing the law.

A MONSTER RAFT. 

Halifax, N.8,, May 22.—The mon- 
ster timber ratt built at Joggins for 
New York is rapidly approaching com- 
pletion, and will be one of the wonders 
of recent years. It will be 410 feet 


long, 50 feet wide, 35 feet deep, will’ 


contain 2,225,000 superticial feet and 
weighs 6,000 tons. If this monster 
raft gets to New York safely, it will 
revolutionize the whole lumber-carrying 
trade of the continent. 


ANOTHER DISASTROUS FIRE IN THE MAIL 
BUILDING, 
For the third time in two years the 
handsome building of the Mail Printing 
Co., on the corner of King and Bay 
streets, has been Visited by the fire 
fiend. Just two years ago was the date 
of the first conflagration, which started 
in the engine room of the elevator and 
badly scorched the north wing, burning 
the tower and roof and causing a great 
deal of damage by water as well as fire.
